42(a.> : Voluntary Delisting 

Subject to the provisions of the Securities Contracts (.Regu¬ 
lation) Act, 1956, the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 

1957, and the fulfilment of the conditions prescribed by 
SEBI from time to time, the Board of Directors' may on the 
request of a company delist such company. 

42(b) : Compulsory Delisting 

The Board of Directors may delist the securities of compa¬ 
nies on its own. The Board of Directors shall constitute a 
Committee in the manner prescribed by SEBI and constitu-
